Thus while they prerend to rencunce and deteft Equivocations , Mental Reſervas 
tions , and Diſpenſationsz Reaſon it (e'f muſt nzed> perſwade us that men principl'd 
and educated by ſuch inftruors , are guarded with a good Salvo, for thofe very E= 
quivocations which they ſeemed to abjure. 

No leſs, ifnot mere apparent is the fallacy of their difowning and Cciſavowing 
that diſmal Dofrine, of killing Kings and P rinces,
